Uo  raa^or  works  were  carried  out  to  tlie  works  during  the  year. 
Considerable  trouble  was  experienced  witli  faulty  valves  but  it 
was  possible  for  the  Council's  worlarien  to  carry  out  the  necessary 
repairs  v;ithout  having  to  call  in  contra.ctors . 

'-^he  Ninistry  held  a local  enquiry  into  the  Council's  proposals  to 
enla.rge  the  works  in  order  to  accept  the  steep  discharges  from  the 
two  large  naltings  adjoining  the  district  boundary,  further  discussion 
resulting  from  this  enquiry  were  held  at  the  Ministry,  '^he  Ministry's 
final  report  v/as  submitted  to  the  tv/o  Malting  Companies  concerned. 

-xs  v:as  reported  lent  7/ea.r,  the  Coiuicil  began  to  o.ccept  steep  discharges 
from  the  M'altings  within  the  tovjn.  It  soon  bocano  apparent  that  these 
steep  discharges  v;ere  producing  a sludge  v/hich  v/ns  becoming  more  and 
more  difficult  to  handle  and  dispose  of,  so  much  so  that  by  the  end 
of  the  year  the  disposal  of  sludge  was  becoming  quite  a^ problem, 
v/ith  this  experience  of  the  likely  troubles  to  be  experienced  in 
comnection  with  the  treatment  of  steep  effluents,  I was  obliged  to 
recommend  to  the  Council  that  they  should  consider  very  c:irefully 
before  they  entered  into  further  agreements  for  the  treatment  of 
additional  steep  discharges. 

Two  samples  of  effluent  were  submitted  for  analysis  during  the  year 
and  both  were  satisfactory.  In  addition  a simple  oxygen  absorbtion 
test  v.’hich  can  be  carried  out  at  the  works  wa.s  introduced  3.nd  a test 
is  m?-de  two  or  three  times  eo.ch  month.  This  test  gives  an  indication 
of  how  the  works  is  behaving  and  on  each  test  ^ the  result  v/as  good. 

Minor  choka.ges  in  the  sewers  occurr'^d  from  time  to  tame,  Beccles  Road 
in  the  vicinity  of  Dulses  Bridge,  being  the  chief  offender. 

Considerable  trouble  was  experienced  from  the  St.  John's  Road  sewer 
overflov/ing  following  heavy  rain.  The  enlarging  of  the  intake  into 
the  sev/age  v/orks  from  this  sewer  is  to  be  included  in  the  expenditure 
for  1965 • 

V/ainford  R.D.C.  have  continued  to  undertake  the ^ emptying  of  cesspools 
and  septic  tanks  v/ithin  the  area  of  the  urban  district,  and  we  are 
indebted  to  their  officers  for  their  ready  co-operation. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

V/oekly  collection  has  been  maintained  and  the  freighter  has  continued 
to  give  good  service.  The  two  men  employed  on  this  work  have  been 
•able  to  cope  with  the  increasing  v;ork  of  this  service  and  have  also 
been  able  to  keep  the  tip  in  roasono-ble  condition. 

The  new  tip  at  hruiis  Hill  was  brought  into  full  use  in  May  and  after 
c few  teething  troubles,  it  has  boon  possible  to  keep  it  free  from 
me.' or  nuis-^nc'-. . The  novelty  of  piles  of  rubbish  v/as  too  much  for  local 
chillr'Ui  to  resist  and  vie  had  a spate  of  fire's  during  the  first  few 
■lays  that  the  tin  was  in  use.  Im  access  ro-ad  to  the  lo^^fer  pit  was  cut 
ir.'to  the  b-.nlc  of  the  top  pit  so  that  tipping  into  tho  lower  _ pit  ^ can 
be  c-  rri-.rl  out  v/hen  the  wind  is  excessively  strong,  thus  minimising  tho 
nuir.'  -.CO  from  T^apers  blov/ing  -aboub.

Samples  are  not  taken  for  analysis  on  each  visit  but  simple  tests 
are  taken  on  site  to  determine  the  free  clilorino  .and  these  are 
acceptable  as  an  adequate  check. 

Pour  samples  v/ere  submitted  for  analysis  and  all  were  satisfactory.

Private  Housing. 

Tv/o  cottages  v/ere  demolished  in  order  to  construct  a private  car 
park . 

Eleven  nev/  houses  were  completed  during  the  year,  eight  on  an 
estate  development  and  three  on  isolated  plots. 

V/ork  V7as  commenced  on  a new  estate  intended  for  the  construction 
of  houses  of  a higher  standard  than  is  provided  on  normal 
estates . 


Improvement  Grants. 


There  is  still  a reluctance  to  take  advantage  of  the  provisions 
of  legislation  controlling  improvement  grants.  In  this  respect 
it  is  not  only  owners  v/ho  are  unwilling  to  have  their  property 
improved.  In  many  cases  the  tenants  are  either  not  willing  to 
put  up  v/ith  the  inconveniences  caused  by  such  works  or  they  are 
unable  to  agree  to  the  increased  rent  which  would  follovj. 

During  the  year  five  discretionary  grants  smd  six  standard  grants 
•were  completed. 


Council  Housing. 

Six  nev/  houses  v;cre  completed  during  the  year  and  a useful  start 
v/rs  made  on  cin  estate  of  old  peoples  dv/ellings  of  tv7onty  one 
UTiits  plus  a ’wardens  house. 

Throe  old  cottages  acquired  last  year  were  renov<ated  and  modernised 
end  tv/o  othe’’^’  cottages  ’were  disposed  of  as  they  could  not  be 
a c en  omi  c a 1 17/  r enov-a  ted.

Meat  Inspection. 

One  licensed  slaughteriiouse  continued  in  use  throughout  the 
year.  It  has  been  properly  managed  and  maintained 
. and  has  caused  no  nuisance « 

Slaughtering  is  mainly  for  local  consumption,  but  some  pigs  have 
been  slaughtered  for  the  London  market.  The  practise  of  killing 
C8.ttle  for  the  London  market  which  was  introduced  last  year  was 
discontinued  owing  to  the  general  shortage  of  beef  oa.ttle.

Special  attention  was  paid  to  licensed  premises  v;ith  the  object  of 
improving  sanitary  accommodation.  Minor  works  were  carried  out  to 
improve  cleanliness , lighting  and  signing,  and  plans  were  submitted 
for  major  alterations  to  two  premises. 

One  premises  only  remains  on  the  register  for  manufacturers  of  ice 
cream  end  seventeen  on  the  register  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 

One  nev;  butchers  shop  was  opened  and  one  fried  fish  shop  was  closed. 

Due  to  the  old  design  of  the  premises,  severe,!  of  the  food  shops 
have  become  very  congested,  particularly  in  the  storage  areas. 
Discussion  regarding  possible  improvements  have  been  held  with 
proprietors.
